The final report on the Red 
Cross membership drive was 
made public today by Miss Nora 
Sleeth, treasurer. The org aniza­ 
tion was just eig hty -six mem­ 
berships short of its g oal of 1500 
when the drive was ended. The 
total number of 
memberships 
g athered for the 
county was 
1414. 
This is a decided drop over the 
record of 1927 when the drive 
then netted 1510, more than the 
g oal of 1500. This y ear fell al­ 
most an even hundred short of 
1927. Rushville city lost eig hty 
memberships while many of the 
county workers reported g ains 
for their townships. 
The townships to show an in­ 
crease were: Ripley township, 
Posey township, Walker town­ 
ship, Union township and Rich­ 
land township. Those who show­ 
ed losses in addition to Rush­ 
ville 
city , were 
Washing ton 
township, Noble township, Jack­ 
son township and Orang e town­ 
ship. Center and Anderson town­ 
ships secured ex actly the same 
number of memberships for each 
y ear. 
The total amount paid into the 
Red Cross treasury was $1561.85. 
There were $1414 from annual 
memberships, $20 for two sus­ 
taining memberships came from 
contributing memberships and 
$97.85 in donations. Both sus­ 
taining memberships ame from 
Jackson township while Walker 
township had four of the six 
contributing memberships and 
Center and Rushville city had 
one each. 
Ripley township was hig hest

COUNTY HEALTH OFFICER 
REPORTS NO CASES HERE 


Indianapolis, 
Dec. 
7— ( JP)— 
Five hundred cases of influenza 
today were reported to the state 
board of health by E. G. Dorsett, 
health 
officer 
at 
Gosport. 
Schools and 
motion 
picture 
shows have been closed and pub­ 
lic assemblag es have been for­ 
bidden in an effort to curb the 
outbreak, Dorsett reported. He 
was instructed to place cards on 
the houses, warning 
people 
ag ainst entering them while the 
epidemic is in process. 
The weekly statistical report 
of the state board of healh, 
made public today for the week 
ending December 1, show 261 
cases in the state, all situated 
in rural communities. 
An increase in scarlet fever 
cases from 8 4 in the previous 
week to 99, is noted in the re­ 
port. A slig ht increase in small­ 
pox over the previous week, but 
a decrease from the correspond­ 
ing week a y ear ag o is shown. 
While a number of cases of in­ 
fluenza are claimed to be pre­ 
sent in Rushville no reports of 
such instances had been made 
to Dr. E. I. Wooden, city and 
county health officer. It is be­ 
lieved that Rush county is com­ 
paratively free from the rav­ 
ag es of this disease. Fear of a 
widespread epidemic here was 
calmed by the report from Dr. 
Wooden.

coast of Peru to that of Chile, 
where two stops will be made. 
The first will take place Satur­ 
day at Antofag asta, ¡where offi­ 
cials of the republic of Bolivia 
will board the vessel for a four- 
hour visit with the president­ 
elect of the United States. 
The second stop in Chilean 
waters will be at Valparaiso on 
Monday . That will mark the end 
of the cruise of the Mary land as 
Mr. Hoover and his party will i 
travel overland to the east coast I 
and board the U. S. S. Utah for 
the homeward journey .

Local banks lend to the limit 
of their own resources, then call 
upon city banks for funds. The 
tig htness of credit thus created 
finally is relieved by a flow of 
funds, or of credit, from the 
nearest federal reserve bank 
and from the big banks of the 
east. 
As harvesting time draws near 
the farmers sell their crops for 
cash, pay off-their debts to the 
bank and a new money move­ 
ment sets in. The banks in turn 
repay the 
larg er institutions, 
while the credit strain now falls 
upon the manufacturing centers,

corporations 
have purchased the raw material 
for cash. 
The banks o f the industrial 
east no w supply funds, while 
the banks in the agricultural

CONFUSION IS HARMFUL 
TO BOTH THE PARTIES

Separation of state and national 
tickets in future elections in 
Indiana is advocated in a bill 
prepared for 
introduction 
In 
the forthcoming state leg islature 
by R. Earl Peters, of Fort Way ne, 
democratic state chaiity nan. 
Peters today sent a copy 
of 
his proposed bill to the fifty 
senators and hundred represen­ 
tatives who will serve in the nex t 
leg islature, which will beg in a 
six ty day session nex t 
month. 
He said that under the arrang e­ 
ment of party tickets as now 
provided by law, “many thous­ 
and of voters have been the vic­ 
tims of confusion.” 
“This confusion,” Peters said 
in a statement accompany ing a 
copy of the proposed measure, 
“in many instances has resulted 
disadvantag eous^ to both par­ 
ties, with the result that many 
voters of all political faiths have 
developed a desire that in fur­ 
ther presidential elctions, the 
arrang ements of state and na­ 
tional tickets be simplified by a 
complete separation.” 
The demoratic state chairman 
said that in recent weeks he had 
made a survey throug hout the 
state and was convinced that the- 
matter presented is one entirely 
disassociated from partisan poli­ 
tics. 
“ I ho ld the belief thdt leaders 
o f bo th po litical parties 
will 
readily agree that the simplest 
metho d po ssible sho uld be pro ­ 
v ided whereby the electo rate can 
witho ut co nfusio n and bewilder­ 
ment ex press its sentiment with 
respect to candidates to public 
o ffice and go v ernment affairs,” 
Peters declared.

During His Sev ere 
Illness 


CONDITION IS STILL 
CAUSING MUCH CONCERN 


Medical Adv isers Repo rt He Is 
Resting Easier, But Right Side 
is Affected 


London, 
Dec. 
7— ( JP)—King 
Georg e’s powers of resistance to­ 
day were serving him well in his 
battle with the severe and per­ 
sistent illness which 
attacked 
him more than a fortnig ht ag o. 
His illness however, 
was still 
causing anx iety to his subjects 
and to countless 
well-wishers 
throug hout the world. 
Several recent medical bulle­ 
tins and particularly the 
one 
issued shortly before noon to­ 
day indicated how well his pow­ 
ers of resistance were 
serving 
the monarch. Today ’s 
bulletin 
reported that he was maintain­ 
ing his g eneral streng th, to the 
bolstering up of which 
some 
restful sleep that he had during 
the nig ht doubtless contributed. 
The bulletin, sig ned by 
Sir 
Stanley Hewett and Lord Daw­ 
son of Penn, said: 
“The king had some restful 
sleep and his g eneral streng th is 
maintained. Further investig a­ 
tion of the rig ht side of 
the 
chest will be undertaken during 
the day .” 
Lord Dawson of Penn visited 
Bucking ham palace this after­ 
noon and had a brief consulta­ 
tion with his colleag ue, Sir Stan­ 
ley Hewett, on the king ’s condi­ 
tion. 
About the time of the doctors 
afternoon visit the q ueen and 
princess Mary went for a drive. 
The q ueen waved her hand to 
the throng at the palace g ates. 
The evening medical bulletin 
was sig ned by Lord Dawson of 
Penn, Sir Stanley Hewett, Sir E.

U. S. AIRPLANE PLANS GROW 
The United States is rapidly coming to the 
front in the interests of aeronau tics, as shown by 
a recent gov ernmental report, in which the 
nu mber of airports has increased this y ear ov er 
last. In fact, airports from coast to coast hav e 
almost dou bled in nu mber, with 900 landing 
fields listed in 1927, and 1,375 this y ear. 
*This attentiv e interest on the part of the 
gov ernment is most encou raging, bu t a t the same 
time the appropriations for this work are by far 
inadequ ate to keep the United States in line 
with the other powers of the .world. 
In this connection, probably no person or 
organization is better qu alified to make comment 
as are those who had part in the world war. The 
American Legion, in their conv ention a few 
weeks ago, heard reports of the dev elopment of 
aeronau tics and the commander of the national 
organization had the following to say : 
“Only throu gh increased fu nds can the 
making of proper strip and other av iation maps 
be hastened and this cou ntry ’s v ery backward 
position in su ch regard be corrected. Financial 
lack is retarding the m arking and lighting of 
tru nk airlines and the m aintenance of su fficient 
emergency fields. Way s and means shou ld be 
fou nd and appropriations made to aid in bring­ 
ing abou t a conformity of states av iation laws 
and regu lations to a national or 
gov ernment 
standard in respect to pilotage, safety requ ire­ 
m ents and trade. Throu gh ev ery dev ice possible 
the Legion shou ld continu e more aggressiv ely to 
promote the creation of landing fields, properly 
equ ipped to serv ice airplanes in respect to 
hangar, shop and fu el facilities. 
“The m arking of town names on easily v is­ 
ible su rfaces is a serv ice that ev ery Legion post 
can render with little ex pense or effort and the 
resu lt of the promotion of safety in air trav el 
will repay many times those who contribu te to 
the cau se.”

HOW IS YOUR SALARY? 
If y ou are making more than $4,000 a y ear 
y ou are doing better than 40,000,000 other work­ 
ers in the United States. 
Less than fou r per cent of the (nation’s 
42,000,000 gainfu lly employ ed earn $4,000 annu ­ 
ally , according to a Report of the National Home 
Stu dy Cou ncil of W ashington, D. C., made pu blic 
by Dr. John S. Noffsinger, director. 
“Lack of specialized training is the bu lwark 
tha t keeps the av erage worker back from the 
small grou p of men and women who regu larly 
pocket fat pay env elopes,” the report states. 
“W ithou t specialization or edu cation for a par­ 
ticu lar v ocation, 
the 
av erage wage 
earner’s 
chances of improv ing his lot are slight. He is 
doomed to go throu gh life with his nose to the 
grindstone, lacking money and time for the en­ 
joy ment of more comfort and cu ltu ral interests. 
“It has been directly du e to the dem and of 
workers for specialized edu cation tha t the home 
stu dy mov ement in America has made su ch 
progress in the i<v st ten y ears. This ty pe of tra in­ 
ing which perm its the ordinary worker to obtain 
practical instru ction in bu siness and v ocational 
pu rsu its after working hou rs in the ev enings, is 
slowly fattening the av erage citizen’s weekly pay 
env elope.” 
Av erage salary of the American workman 
today is abou t $22 a week, the report states. 
Wages of u nskilled workers keep the av erage low. 


OTHER COUNTRIES HAVE PROBLEMS 
The United States is not the only place 
where traffic regu lations and problems are cau s­ 
ing pu blic officials great concern, and especially 
the m atter of redu cing au tomobile accidents, 
which are on the increase in this cou ntry . 
Reckless as they are, the tax i chau ffeu rs of 
Paris cau se less danger to persons liv es than their 
comrades of London, who are repu ted to be the 
safest and sou ndest driv ers in the world. For a 
y ear street accidents cau sed by au tomobiles in 
France resu lted in 2,160 deaths, while the figu res 
of England for the same period were 4,015 . 
In that y ear there were 901,000 au tomobiles 
in the French streets, while in England there 
were 98 4,000. Allowing for the difference in the 
nu m ber of v ehicles, the percentage of deaths in 
France was 0.24 against 0.40 for England. Accord­ 
ing to an official report to the Minister of the 
Interior, the 2,160 in 1926 were du e to the follow­ 
ing cau ses: speeding 7 5 2; failu re to observ e ru les 
6 7 9; impru deiice of the v ictims 405 ; u ndeterm in­ 
ed 324.

Read Acts 27:28; Rom. 1:8-15; Phil. 1:12-14. 
Hav e y ou determined to “ GO TO ROME? ” 
(By. Rev . Gibson 
Wilson, Pastor of the First Presby terian Church). 


There is so much 
power 
in 
faith," says Bulwer, “ev en when 
faith is applied to things hum an 
and earthly, that, let a m an be , 
firmly persuaded to do some day, 
w hat at the m om ent seems im­ 
possible, and it is fifty to 
one 
th a t he does it before he dies.” 
W hen Paul was in Corinth, he 
wrote th a t he 
longed 
to 
see 
Rome. Rom. 1:10. Later, 
Paui 
v isited Jerusalem. While 
wor­ 
shipping in the temple, he was 
arrested and his 
life 
was 
in 
great danger. “And the following 
night the Lord stood by him, and 
said. Be of good cheer, Paul; *for 
as thou hast testified of me in 
Jerusalem, so m ust thou 
bear 
witness also at Rome.” Acts 23:11 
Notice the next step on 
his 
way to Rome. For his safety, he 
is taken north 
to 
Caesarea 
where his rtial continues before 
Felix and Festus and 
Agrippa. 
W hen they would hav e released 
Paul and let him be tried before 
th e Jews, he appealed to 
his 
right as a Rom an citizen which 
m eant th a t he m ust be tried be- 
for Caesar. This necessitated the 
court sending the prieoner^, to 
Rome. W hen Paul longed to v isit 
the Christians in Rome he had 
no idea how he would get there 
but a great purpose, infinite in 
its reach was working itself out. 
On this ocean v oyage to Rome, 
when a terrific storm arose a"d 
for days they were drifting 
in 
the dark and there seemed 
no 
hope for life the promise 
was 
again renewed to Paul. He ex­ 
horted those with him to be of 
good cheer. “For there stood 
me this night the angel of God. 
whose I am and whom I serv e, 
saying. Fear not, 
Paul; 
thou 
m ust be brought before Caesar: 
and. lo. God h ath giv en thee all 
them th at sail with thee." Acts. 
27:23.24. This is w hat God 
can 
do for one when all the factors 
and discinline or life are under 
the leadership of a great ideal. 
Whv Are We W hat We Are? 
The secret of Paul’s pre-em in­ 
ent success lies in th at phra« e of 
his, “Whose I am. whom also T 
serv e." When Jesus was on 
the 
lake, in 
the boat with 
the disci­ 
ples, in 
the storm, could 
the 
boat sink? There may be storms 
but the M aster of the storm does 
not allow it to defeat 
his pur­ 
pose. It 
was not Paul so 
mucn 
but the Master who was going to 
Rome. His knowledge of Christ 
and salv ation nut Paul in deb* 
to all men until he had 
passed 
his knowledge to nil men. That 
should be the feeling of 
ev ert* 
Christian. That is the 
met,ho* 
Jesus has chosen to 
ev angelize 
the world. 
We nev er know how far ev ents 
are going to reach. “Julius who 
treated Paul kindly." was 
v erv 
likely an officer undm* Cornelius 
who was conv erted bv 
Peter’« 
preaching. The incident 
mav 
seem small but when the soldiers 
took council to kill the prisoners, 
Julius the centurian, willing to 
sav e Paul, kept them from their 
purpose. 
• 
Slav ery in the United States 
began with 
twenty 
Negroes 
brought from Africa. The twenty 
grew to four million and led to 
a Civ il War, farther 
reaching 
th an the world had ev er known 
before. We were torn 
asunder 
then later cemented together bv 
the m any circumstances which 
come into our national life. The 
backbone of the 
emancipation 
was Abraham Lincoln who was 
w hat he was by the many little 
incidents which enter into 
his 
life, a log cabin, a mother,

The unfav orable 
circumstances of your life

of the state board of healh, 
made public today for the week 
ending December 1, show 261 
cases in the state, all situated 
in rural communities. 


An increase in scarlet fever 


cases from 84 in the previous 
week to 99, is noted in the re- 
port. A slight increase in small- 
pox over the previous week, but 
a decrease from the correspond- 
ing week a year ago is shown. 


While a number of cases of to' 


fluenza are claimed to be pre 
sent in Rushville no reports o 
such instances had been mad 
to Dr. E. L Wooden, city ani 
county health officer. It is be 
lieved that Rush county is com 
paratively free from the rav 
ages of this disease. Tear of 
widespread epidemic here was 
calmed-by the report from Dr 
Wooden.

U. S. AIRPLANE PLANS GROW 


The United States is rapidly coming to the 


front in the interests of aeronautics, as shown by. 
a recent governmental report, in which the 
number of airports has increased this year over 
last. In fact, airports from coast to coast have 
almost doubled in number, with 900 landing 
fields listed in 1927, and 1,375 this year. 


This attentive interest on the part of the 


government is most encouraging, but at the same 
time the appropriations for this work are by far 
inadequate to keep the United States in line 
with the other powers of the ,world. 


In this connection, probably no person or 


organization is better qualified to make comment 
as are those who had part in the world war. The 
American Legion, in their convention a few 
weeks ago, heard reports of the development of 
aeronautics and the commander of the national 
organization had the following to say: 


"Only through increased funds can the 


making of proper strip and other aviation maps 
be hastened and this country's very backward 
position in such regard be corrected. Financial 
lack is retarding the marking and lighting ot 
trunk airlines and the maintenance of sufficient 
emergency fields. Ways and means should be 
found and appropriations made to aid in bring- 
ing about a conformity of states aviation laws 
and regulations to a national or government' 
standard in respect to pilotage, safety require- 
ments and trade. Through every device possible 
the Legion should continue more aggressively to 
promote the creation of landing fields, properly 
equipped to service airplanes in respect to 
hangar, shop and fuel facilities.

Less than four per cent of the [nation's 


42,000,000 gainfully employed earn $4,000 annu- 
ally, according to a Veport of the National Home 
Study Council of Washington, D. C., made public 
by Dr. John S. Noffsinger, director. . 


"Lack of specialized training is the bulwark 


that keeps the average worker back from the 
small group of men and^omen who regularly 
pocket fat pay envelopes," the report states. 
"Without specialization or education for a par- 
ticular vocation, the average wage earner's 
chances of improving his lot are slight. He is 
doomed to go through life with his nose to the 
grindstone, lacking money and time for the en- 
joyment of more comfort and cultural -interests. 


"It has been directly due to the demand of 


workers for specialized education that the home 
study movement in America has made such 
progress in the i«.st ten years. This type of train- 
ing which permits the ordinary worker to obtain 
practical instruction in business and vocational 
pursuits after working hours in the evenings, is 
slowly fattening the average citizen's weekly pay 
envelope." 


Average salary of the American workman 


today is about $22 a week, the report states. 
Wages of unskilled workers keep the average low. 


OTHER COUNTRIES HAVE PROBLEMS 
The United States is not the only place 


where traffic regulations and problems are caus- 
ing public officials great concern, and especially 
the matter of reducing automobile accidents, 
which are on the increase in this country. 


Reckless as they are, the taxi chauffeurs or 


Paris cause less danger to persons lives than their 
comrades of London, who are reputed to be the 
safest and soundest drivers in the world. For a 
year street accidents caused by automobiles in 
France resulted in 2,160 deaths, while the figures 
of England for the same period were 4,015. 


In that year there were 901,000 automobiles 


in the French streets, while in England there 
were 984,000. Allowing for the difference, in the 
number of vehicles, the percentage of deaths in 
France was 0.24 against 0.40 for England. Accord- 
ing to an official report to the Minister of the 
Interior, the 2,160 in 1926 were due to the follow- 
ing causes: speeding 752; failure to observe'rules 
679; impruderice of the victims 405; undetermin- 
ed 324.

Notice the next step on his 


•way to Rome. For his safety, he 
is taken north 
to 
Caesarea 


•where his rtial continues before 
Felix and Festus and Agrippa. 
When they would have released 
Paul and let him be tried before 
the Jews, he appealed to 
his 


right as a Roman .citizen which 
meant that he must be tried be- 
lor Caesar. This necessitated the 
court sending the prisoner^,- to 
Rome. When Paul longed to visit 
the Christians in Rome he had 
no idea how he would eet there 
but a great purpose, infinite in 
its reach was working itself out 


On this ocean voyage to Rome, 


when a terrific storm arose and 
for days they were drifting in 
the dark and there seemed no 
hope for life the promise 
again renewed to Paul. He ex- 
horted those with him to be of 
good cheer. "For there stood 
me this night the angel of God. 
whose I am and whom I serve, 
saying. Fear not, Paul; 
thou 


must be brought before Caesar: 
and. lo. God hath given thee all 
them that sail with thee." Acts. 
27:23.24. This is what God can 
do for one when all the factors 
and disciDlhie or life are under 
the leaderslno of n great ideal. 


Why Arc We What, We Are? 
The secret of Paul's pre-emin- 


ent success lies in that phrase of 
his.. -Whose I am. whom also T 
serve." When Jesus was on the 
lake, in the boat with the disci- 
ples, in the storm, could 
the 


boat sink? There may be storms 
but the Master of the storm does 
not allow it to defeat his pur- 
pose. It was not Paul so mucn 
but the Master who was going to 
Rome. His knowledge of 
and salvation nut Paul in 
to all men until he had passed 
his knowledge to nil men. That 
should be the feeline: of everv 
Christian. That is the met.lwi 
Jesus has chosen to evangelize 
the world. 


We never know how far events 


are going to reach. -Julius who 
treated Paul kindly." was very 
likely an officer und»r Cornelius 
who was converted hv 
Peter'« 


preaching. The incident 
seem small but when the soldiers 
took council to kill the prisoners. 
Julius the centarwm, willing to 
save Paul, kept them from their 
purpose.
